tbs latter* ■ politieal or lntalUganea sc— ltnsnts to the Aasrioane, 
the British or the Italians* flora is than reported to hava offered 
Osva French support on the sane toms as noted In his proposal to 
the SKI I sad ora as snUinsd paragraph 1 of our referenced nonsrwidsn* 
flora further stated that this offer originated with the French 
Uiniatry of Foreign Affairs*
